Mary Scott Castle, the divorced wife ot 
Neville Castle, an attorney of , San 
Francisco. She Was about forty years 
old. 
I knew nothing of her antece- 


I did not even know that Por- 
ter intended to- marry her until after 
he had done so. They were married In 
Wilmington, Del.. March 12 last, and 
several days later sailed from' New 
York for Genoa.

the annual reliability run of the Amer- 
ican Automobile Association.

have been six previous contests, the 
•winners of which have all been award- 
ed the Glidden Trophy, a perpetual 
challenge prize 
presented 
by Mr. 


Charles J. Glidden, after whom the 
event takes its name. 
Mr. Glidden 


has been an ardent devotee of motor- 
ing since its very beginning, having 
travelled in his automobile through- 
out nearly every country of the civil- 
ized world. 


The route this year extends 3,000 


miles through the South, Southwest 
and Middle West, starting at Cincin- 
nati and returning to Chicago. 


The Chalmers "30" was chosen by 


the contest board as official pathfind- 
er for the tour, so that two of these 
cars will serve as pilot cars for the 
run, besides the two "3o's" entered as 
contestants for the trophy. 


Last year Jean Bemb won the Pony

Wireless Telephone Successful. 
Exhaustive tests of the new de Forest 


*• sparkless" wireless apparatus have 
been carried on with uniform success 
by Mr. W. E. Barton, of the Cart H. 
Page Co., in charge of the Chalmers 
business in the East. 


These tests have included both the 


wireless telegraph and wireless tele- 
phone, and while it is planned to 
eventually supersede 
the 
wireless 


telegraph with the wireless telephone, 
doing away with the necessity of 
carrying- an operator, every chauffeur

by 


merely speaking into the transmitter, 
the wireless telephone tests have not yet 
been sufficiently exhaustive to guarantee 
its use during this next tour, although 
very satisfactory results hsw, been ob- 
tained in communication from a movitv 
car a distance of four miles.

field stations showed that this type of 
apparatus at least would be able to 
carry on certain communication up 
to 50 miles, as the field station was 
able to keep in communication with- 
out any trouble with the Metropolitan 
and Manhattan Life Towers and Dr. 
DeForest's factory station at New- 
ark, N. J., and later on from the New 
Jersey highways near Trenton to the 
"sparkless" wireless station on tiie 
Land Title Building at Philadelphia, 
over 30 miles away. The complete 
equipment weighed 
less 
than 200 


pounds and was similar in design to 
those used at the Metropolitan and 
Manhattan Life stations, only con- 
siderably smaller. 


Field Stations. 


Field stations which can be put up 


in five minutes can be operated more 
successfully, and the same apparatus 
used in the automobile, by stopping 
the machine and 
securing proper 


ground, has a range of about ten 
miles. 


The field senfling station uses a 


loo-foot "aerial" ^secured at one end 
to a spreader attached to a 48-foot 
bambao telescope mast and leading 
down diagonally to the top of a 12- 
foot mast about 90 feet away and 
thence back to the wireless apparatus 
about midway between the two poles. 


In the latest sets all the apparatus 


is carried in the automobile and there 


is no necessity for setting up the ap- 
paratus on the groui.d. 


Equip Scout Cans. 


In the coming tour it is proposed to 


send two Chalmers scout cars ahead of 
the regular contestants, each one of 
which will carry the complete field 
set of even greater range than that which 
every ordinary car can carry. Points 
where the telegraphic facilities are 
poor or impossible will be picked out, 
and the two cars will arrange to be 
at stations at these points just ahead 
of the pilot car, one station being 
equipped for business while the other 
is iaking care of the telegraphic busi- 
ness of the tour. In this way one of 
the two field stations will be in oper- 
ation all the time, while the other is 
seing set up at the next point along 
the route. 
The wireless will send 


messages constantly to these two sta- 
tions and will be able to receive their 
reply by means of the receiving ap- 
paratus newly invented, which in- 
cludes the audion. 


The New System. 


By the old spark method of wire- 


less telegraphy, which is in general 
use on the ships a miniature thunder 
storm is set in motion by the appa- 
ratus, 
which 
requires tremendous 


power. By the new sparkless system 
the loud and dangerous spark is done 
away with, and the same amount of 
work is done with about one-fifth of 
the power. 
By the old system a 


heavy generating apparatus was nec- 
essary, which made it impossible to 
carry it in an automobile. The new 
apparatus can derive all the power 
necessary from the ordinary storage 


The sending of wireless messages 


is not a. bit more wonderful, in real- 


ity, than the locomotion of an auto- 
mobile. It depends upon well-known 
natural laws, which are very simple 
in their operation. When a pebble is 
dropped into a pool of water waves 
are sent in a circle, very strong at 
first and growing less and less until 
there is no disturbance at all. The 
sending of a wireless message is fun- 
damentally the same thing only in-. 
stead of using water for the medium 
for these waves, the impalpable ether, 
that element or substance which fills 
all space, becomes the vibratory me- 
dium. The ether can be set in motion 
only by the action of electricity, and 
all that is needed is some mechanism 
which will cause heavy discharges of 
electric current into this ether. 
A 


thunder shower 
is 
practically the 


same thing as wireless, or rather, in- 
volves tlie same principle. The light- 
ning leaps from the clouds to the 
ground, thus setting up a disturbance 
in the ether which is duplicated by 
means of a spark gap in wireless, but 
by using a spark gap a great deal of 
current is used which plays no part 
in sending out these ether waves. 
Scientifically these waves are called 
Hertzian waves. 


Moving Car No Objection. 


These waves reach through space, 


and wherever the proper detecting 
apparatus is set up messages can be 
received in the form of buzzes in a 
telephone receiver. 
These Hertzian 


waves travel at the rate of 186,000 
miles per second, and therefore it 
makes no 
difference 
whether the 


sending station is moving at a rapid 
rate or standing still, as the speed of 
a mile a minute against this 186,000 
miles per second amounts to practi- 
cally nothing. 


TRAINING WIRELESS . 


OPERATORS. 


No longer will the wireless amateur 


have to enlist in the navy to get the ex- 
perience and technical knowledge neces- 
sary to become the Jack Binns of the! 
future. News comes from New York' 
that some of the leading wireless engi- 
neers hare opened there a thoroughly, 
equipped wireless school where would-be 
Marconis may secure a training in all the 
elements of the art of communication. 
Many of the wireless companies have 
contributed apparatus, drawings and text 
books, until the new American Wireless . 
Institute, as the school is called, can now; . 
boast a more detailed equipment than 
the laboratories of most of the engineers 
of the big wireless companies. The need 
of new blood in the development of 
wireless should provide a splendid future 
to many of the youngsters now in the . 
field. 


THE RAILWAY PROBLEM. 
The railroads have proved the making 


of our nation. They have opened the 
road for the advance of civilization into 
the most inaccessible corners of our 
land. But, at last, the consequent growth 
of the country has outstripped the abil- 
ity of the railroads to handle the busi- 
ness that they have fostered into such 
mighty being, with the result that, to- 
day, 
railroad facilities which increase 


only about 3 per cent a year are forced 
to haul a load that increases nearly 13 - 
per cent, each year. 


They are trying to keep up with the 


procession by cutting down grades and 
straightening curves, but have gone 
about as far as possible in that direction.' 
The only solution is to increase the 
speed with which all business is handled, 
an impossibility with the present type of 
road bed and rolling stock. 


Engineers now agree that a non-de- 


railable monorail system, obtaining trac- 
tion by pneumatic pressure and the ap- 
plication of power direct from 
the 


motors, with underhanging guide wheels 
for stability, and an elevated concrete 
roadway, doing away with present costly 
graded roadbeds, 
offers a practical 


method for bringing about the needed

THE VALUE OF A HIGH SCHOOL EDUCATION | 


i Diatom* Pwswmtatlon Address at Annual Commencement of the Al- 


Ven County Schools, at Princess Rink, on Saturday, Junejl, 
1*10. 


By PROF. IRA B. POTTS, 


Superintendent of Huntingtoa County Schools. 


:. The American people believe in edu- 
cation. Did you know that 24,000,000 
children attended the public schools of 
the United States last year? Placing 
our population 
at 
80,000,000—this 


means that 30 per cent of all the peo- 
ple in thi« country go to school. If 
this vast army of children 
were to 


Clasp hands and form in line they 
would make a line long enough to ex- 
tend from New York 
clear around 


South America up to San Francisco, 
and then there would be a million or 
more left. 
Again. If the 400,000 school teachers 


who teach this immense army of chil- 
dren were to clasp hands and form In 
line they would form a line long enough 
to extend 
from 
Chicago 
to 
New 


Orleans. 
In 1821 the first public high school 


was organized in the United States In 
the city of Boston. Forty years later 
at the beginning of the civil war there 
were only_ forty high schools in the 
country. Forty years more brings us 
up to 1900, and the census of that year 
shows that there were over 6.000 high 
schools In this country. 
Yes. these 


figures show that the American people 
believe in education.

In the thirteenth round Dempsey, dazed, helpless, 


F^tssiramo™ s° walked up to him and Dempsey tried 
to guard his neck and face, wincing In spite of his

Fitzsimmons tapped him twice to the mouth 


and sent him reeling to the ropes with a jolt to the 
ribs. As he leaned, panting, the Cornlshman bit him 
on tbe jaw and he went down, full length. ' 


I/ving there, exhausted, covered with crimson and 


smeared with the dust of battle, the brave little glad- 
iator raised himself painfully oh hip and hand, but 
sank again. Twice he tried to lift himself and twice 
he sank. Then he covered his face with his hands 
and the watchers kne.w that the battle was over 
because he conld not summon the strength to stand. 
Fizslmmons, receiving the plaudits of the crowd, 
was without a mark upon him. He and Dempsey 
were the best of friends until the untimely deatfc 
of "Tha Nonpareil," in 1894.

*nd many other ills. Sunken insteps 
can cause corns. There is no doubt 
of that, because the fine bones in the 
top of the foot become misplaced, so 
the toes are not held as they should 
be and pinch against each other or are 
pushed off to one side and so press 
against the leather. 
Therefore.

think any woman who Is troubled with 
aching feet should use a steel arch 
during the day. : 
• 
She will-have no doubt after once 


trying, whether or not she needs it. 
lor if she does, the brace will give a 
leeling of support 
beneath the foot 


•which will be gratifying. 
If she.does 


not require it, or the steel is .too much 
arched, she will feel as though she 
•were stepping on a protuberance, 
•which Indeed is the case, and she will 
l>« uncomfortable accordingly. 


All shoe shops and many druggists

'—,„., yje trouble is more than a brok- 
*n arch.a person can usually be fitted 
•without' difficulty. 
A woman should not USB a etfi"1,

If a woman's toes are afflicted wlth 


corns, and an arch relieves the-foot. !t 
It more than probable she can cure the 


sore places, because the pressure 10 
which they have been subjected win 
have been removed. Should the corns 
be between the toes, a few weeks of 
patient care will probably cure the 
spots. 


A soft corn is not unlike a blister, 


and if. after soaking 
the foot. th<? 


edges of the sore are worked a mo- 
ment with a regular corn knife, the top 
will lift off as a blister. In the center 
there is a small corn which should be 
gently but firmly worked around, al- 
ways from the edges to the middle.

Cover It with thick 
hath coating or flannel and nail this 
down at the back. Now spread on it a 
linen checked cloth, kept in place by 
plnnin? or sewing, its selvedge being 
knpt exactly In a line with the edge of 
the board.

pattern and mark its exact shape with 
nlns an inch apart close to tho edges 
| and not upright but horizontally. This 


pattern In not required for lace with a

Dip it in soap- 
suds made from white, soap with a 
pinch of borax powder in the water: 
rinse thoroughly and alternately in hot 
and cold water, pin on a sheet to dry.

to dry, and carefully wind round

glass bottle and allow to remain un- 
til dry, when it will look as nice ai 
when new. says The Queen. 


Another substitute for starch can be 


made after a French recipe. Mix to- 
gether 250 granules of water with three 
jrams of powdered borax 
and 
two 


grams of alum. Use with, a spray to 
well inpregnate the lace, pinned dm a 
board, which is placed vertically. The 
lace thus sprinkled has • usually been 
cleaned with oil poured over the pads 
of lace laid on a bowl or saucepan for 
twenty-four 
hours. 
When 
removed 


the lace Is enclosed in a linen bag and 
soaked in soa>y \vater, to bojl a quar-/ 
ter of an hour, stirring meanwhile. 
It 


is then rinsed in tepid water and put 
between two pieces of linen to let dry. 


Borax water for rinsing is considered 


good by some cleaners, who also use 
white blotting paper on which to pin 
the wet lace: it is drawn across a hot 
iron to hasten the drying process. 


Blue water is objected to occasional- 


ly and replaced by skimmed milk, un- 
der the plea that It imparts to real 
lace the desired soft creamy tint. 


Lace cleaning is one of the 
crafts. 


It Is not so easily acquired cither, as 
regular' trade cleaners do not always 
succeed Jn '. giving entire . satisfaction, 
nnd sometimes/refuse to undertake'.the

(Dr. C. H. Parkhurst is Pastor of the 


Madison Square Presbyterian Church 
in New York City. This, sermon is 
reprinted from the Christian Herald.) 


" 
To be alone was one of our Lord's 


habits. 
Solitariness must, therefore, 


mean something. It probably means 
much. 


To be alone with one's self is tha 


readiest method of learning to- know 
one's self. It is true, although hardly 
what we should have expected, that 
what Is, remote from us, rather than 
what is near to us, receives the earliar 
attention, and therefore excites the 
deeper interest. 


Men commenced to study the stars 


thousands of years before they began 
seriously to explore the earth. Th-iy 
have for a long time been investigating 
the" divine character and 'creating/a 
theology, but only latterly have they 
given earnest attention to the mys- 
teries of the human min'd and spirit 
and produced a psychology. 


It Is therefore In obedience to a ten- 


dency that has been even-where and 
always operative, that our thoughts 
incline to spread themselves over sur- 
rounding territory, 
rather than to 


gather themselves in upon ground that 
Is more distinctly home ground: for 
the man himself is his one original 


* 
ajnd true home. 


Th* Window* of th* Sens**. 


It is a feature of fhese migratory 


* 
time* that people are almost more 
likely to be absent from their domicils: 
that Is to say, from the spot that rath- 
er from force of 
habit than from 


practice they call their place of resi- 
dence; more likely to be absent from 
It than to be at home in It. 


It Is much the, same, only more so. 


In this matter of a man's finding his 
real place of residence within the pre- 
cincts ot his own spirit. We have five 
senses; 
those senses are 
window* 


through which the soul gazes into the 
•world around; and If we are not act- 
ually away from home and in that 
surrounding world, the likelihood is 
that we are at the window looking out 


And there Is so much of Interest t* 


be neen through tho*e window* that 
It IR rather natural, perhaps, that we 
•M2 make more u*e of them than of 
the living room, what our New Eng- 
land father* u»ed to call the "*«eplng 
room," *o-call«d. I *uppo*«, because

That presumably Is the secret of 


that society frenzy of which we do not 


lightness and thinness of the internal 
atmosphere. 
This, be It observed, is 


no plea for excluding one's self from 
contact with the. world 
and human 


companionship any more than having 
a bolt on our front door is a way of 
indicating that our house is a her- 
mitage. But. as said before, a man is 
his own home: there is where In the 
first instance he belongs; there Is his 
primary point of departure. He ought, 
therefore, not only to be thoroughly 
acquainted with himself, but to be to 
such degree Inwardly furnished as not 
to be obliged to run away from him- 
self In order to be able to find reason- 
able and congenial companionship. 


Looking Into On«'< Own Soul. 


St. Paul could be in jail ana still be 


cheerful. The fact that ports of entry 
were closed and -all importation there- 
by prevented did not leave him un- 
furnished. 
When the disciples came 


back to Jacob's well after having been 
in the city to buy meat, and found, to 
their surprise, that Jesus had been 
already supplied, in their absence, he 
explained it to "them by saying: 
have meat that ye know not of." He 
could, afford to be alone." He could 
be alone and still not be destitute ot 
companionship. 
He could be alone 


without being lonely. 


To this should be added that when 


one Is exclusively by one's self the 
judgments formed will be most likely 
to be «afe judgments. 
We are more 


likely to be honest 
with 


)e untouched; still be unable to repeat 
the words of Jacob when he said: 
'Surely the Lord Is in this place." 


The Solitude of Jesus. 


But I doubt if it bs possible for any 


one to come clear home to himself, to 
draw closely ^the curtain that hangs 
between the outer court and his holy 
of holies, to remain there In quietness 
and for a little time to listen to the 
stillness without pretty soon begin- 
ning to hear the "still small voice." 
That place is a holier place than this. 
It is the,,original .sanctuary. We can 
come nere and only find each other; 
not even find ourselves: but when we 
come Into the .innermost .recesses of 
our own being we find more than our- 
selves, and we learn to know the 
meaning of ,the .Lord's word .when he 
said: "I am alone an'd yet not alone, 
for the Father is with me." 


It was when .he was alone that he 


most ceased to be" alone and 
was 


wrapped in the arms of the Great 
Companionship. It was then,and.there 
that he won'his .power, that his eyes 
were so filled with light that he could 
see, .that the stillness became so In- 
tense that he could hear. We;do not 
understand the Lord's life and word 
and work if we skip his .passages ot 
solitude—solitude in .the desert, soli- 
tude in the mountains,,solitude under 
the starlight. 


And what was needful for our Lord 


is quite as needful for us. . But the 
pity of it is that everything militates 


when closeted with ourselves than a^against 
experience that is solitary. 


any other time. One reason why we 
•tep outside of ourselves is that we 


we shall say to 
meet x ourselves 
often 
look at 


themselves In the glass, but I do not 
think that vwe very often look at our 
own eye In "the glass. When we do 


are afraid of what 
ourselves when we 
alone. 
People may 


\Iuman nature resents the "still hour." 
Actually to come into quiet-felt touch 
Vith the presence of God imposes a 
strain 
upon our unhallowed nature 


that is not easily borne. We feel then 
the meaning of the words of Peter 


when he said: "Depart from me, for I 
am an unclean man, O God." 


And there is that in the very circum- 


stances in which *-e are placed, in the 
midst of times that are in a condition 
of unrest, and In the midst of a. city 
that Is filled with turbulence: that al- 
most precludes the possibility of such 
Isolation from disturbing contacts as 
shall allow to us moments separate and 
still enough to do for us what quiet and 
alorieness did for our Lord. And yet 
ve need It as much as he needed it 
and more. Even the world about us 
teaches us that-..whose breezy days are 
succeeded by still nights when, as it 
ivere, nature seems communing with 
her own meditative self. 


It is an attitude of mmd in which 


all disguises are thrown off: in which 
conventional estimates are cast aside: 
n which the merely traditional goes 
for nothing: in which, for the moment, 
t is as though God and our own self 
were the only beings existent. 
The 


moment Is one of profound honesty. 
There is in it no attempt at making 
the worse appear the better -reason; 
no clothing of the spirit's nackedness 
with borrowed rags of self-excuse. 


This is an inevitable means of soul- 


culture. .We cannot grow without our 
still moments. The tender plant that 
you would have bud and blossom you 
shelter from t'he wind. The child that 
you would have develop into a condi- 
tion" of health and grace you do nol 
constantly expose to the virulence an-1 
turmoil of the outside world. And the 
more distracting the world in which so 
much of our life has to be lived and 
the more full of humanness it is, so 
much the more faithful do we need to 
be in the observance of those times of 
quietness when we shall enter Into the 
still and unpeopled precincts of our own 
spirit, meet ourselves face to face, .and 
in that meeting discover nrit only our- 
selves but gain a sense of the pres- 
ence with us of that divine Spirit who 
reveals himself not in the earthquake 
or the storm, but in those whispers 
that are almost too faint to be heard, 
but sufficiently clear to be felt and to 
be understood.

It sometimes teems almost as though 


we were each of us two people; and 
St. Paul In one/instance as good as in- 
timates that- we are. 
You are aware 


that there is something which we are 
accustomed to call th* true self, as 
though there were some other kind of 
self that is not true self. We are not 
going to involve ourselves in any hlca 
discussion of the matter; 
but 
thai 


which we call the true self is felt by 
us to be a kind of Inner sanctuary. 
Judging from experience and from the 
'eighth of Romans there is also what 
might be called' the outer court of the 
sanctuary, where ona can go—where 
we are quite apt to go—in order to 
escape the spell of the »anctity of the 
Inner tabernacle, and where we can 
think and feel and act as though there 
were nothing that Is exactly serious 
and holy, but 
everything uncertain, 


commonplace and profane. 


The experience of men 
differ 
in 


many respects, but there is pertaining 
to what we may call the soul's inner 
chamber a certain sanctity that we 
must all have felt. We spoke a mo- 
ment ago about being afraid of our- 
selves, not quite liking to look Into 
our own eye; edging along toward the 
outer world, where is all the disquiet, 
the dazzle and the noise rather than 
back into our soul's interior, where 
there is shadow and august stillness. 


In the old Hebrew tabernacle the in- 


ner chamber, the Holy of Holies, was 
God's peculiar abiding placei and Into 
that chamber only the high priest en- 
tered, and but once in the year. That 
was a temporary 
arrangement, 
but 


seems to me representative of a perma- 
nent fact. There is a spot in our be- 
ing, a chamber in our experience. If 
you please, where God an<} self are the 
only visitants. 
Even our dearest hu- 


man Mend never quite passes 
the 


threshold—almost, but not quite. 
To 


such friend we can report something 
of what transpires there, but he or 
she never quite enters 
In. It Is a 


sanctuary, a, personal sanctuary, 
the 


thing of its kind, antedating 


every sort of humanity constructed 
church or temple. 


Some of the people who gather in 


a sanctuary, like that in which we are 
worshiping this morning, perhaps nev- 
er quite enter into the holy of holies 
that is hidden In each man's o.wn bosom 
Each one can speak for himself as to 
that.

|~ XPERIMENTS have recently been, mad* to d«. 
| termine the length of time through which » ca»- 


rier pigeon will preserve the "homing": instinct— 


that is to say, how long a bird must be kept away. 
from its original home loft before it wfll lose the in-. 
stlnct to return. Seventy-two pigeons to the German. 
military service were taken from Mayenc* to Bruns- 
wick, * distance of one hundred and seventy. miles,, 
and kept In captivity a month. Then they were lib- r 
erated. They started instantly to the direction, of 
Mayence and arrived there to four and one-half. 
hours. 
; 


It seems really impossible to extinguish the hom- 


ing instinct In a good pigeon. A story is told in thfc 
connection of a French carrier pigeon captured by 
the German soldiers during the siege of Paris to 
1870. 


The bird was being carried in a balloon from Paris 


to 'some point in the country, whence it was expected 
to return to Paris with a message. It was taken to 
the German headquarters and presented to the com- 
mander, Prince Frederick Charles, who seat it to hit 
mother in Germany. 


Here it was placed In a splendid and roomy aviary, 


and carefully fed and nourished. But although It was 
Sept there, living in the lap of royal luxury, for four 
years, the French pigeon did not forget its father- 
land. 


At the end of that time the door of the aviary wa« 


left open one day. The pigeon flew out, mounted 
high In the air. flew about for a moment, as if to find 
the points of the compass, and took flight in a straight 
line for Paris.

wisdom of constructing sanitary barns 
Is shown by the many Inquiries for In- 
formation 
on this subject. 
This 


awakening among the dairymen Is in 
part an outcome of the pure food laws 
which have been enacted to meet the 
damand for pure milk and Its products. 


Sanitary cow barns should contain 


sanitary fastenings for securing cows, 
but "this does not necessarily Imply 
that such fastenings need be patent- 
ed. There seems to be a prevailing 
Impression among dairymen that 
comfortable sanitary stall or stanchion 
Is an expensive factory product, while 
the fact is that any farmer who Is 
handy with carpenters' tools can build 
a stall which will secure as good re- 
sults as any patented stall upon the 
market. 


The Mode! stall Is a home made 


pjfbduct and was or; Inated by Ex- 
O«*«rnor W. D. Hoard of Wisconsin 
H« has used this,, stall In his own 
stables for several years and finds it 
very satisfactory. 
It Is probably the 


nearest approach to a perfect stall of 
any In use at the present time. It Is 


£ constructed so as to force the cow to 


have her hind feet between the cross- 
bar and gutter when standing, thus 
preventing the fouling of the stall by 
ner own droppings. ^ When lying 


i she Is brought forward and corn- 


palled to lie In front of the crossbar. 
The cow Is forced to stand-back from 
the hay rack when eating because of 
the position In which It Is hung. The 
crossbar Is adjustable and the stall 
will accommodate a large or small 
cow. The chain or fastening is so ar- 
ranged that as the cow starts to 11* 


down she is drawn forward and will 
tiep In front of this cross bar to pre- 
vent an uncomfortable position. The 
door in front is hinged at the top and 
opens vpward when grain and water 
are give*. Hay Is placed in the hay 
rack from the front. The partitions 
are so constructed that it Is almost 
impossible for a cow to step upon the 
uflder or teat of one lying down next 
U her. 
This feature alone Is worth 


the cost of several stalls to .the owner 
'of valuable animals. 


A wooden mat Is laid over the con- 


crete floor. This mat Is removable, 
permitting the cleansing^of the entire 
floor whenever occasion demands. If 
It seems desirable the manger may be 
constructs^ of concrete the same as 
the floor and where new stalls are be- 
ing erected the manger and floors 
should be made at the same time. 
This construction will be more dura- 
ble than separate construction. 


The new Ideal stall has a very de- 


sirable feature; that of having the gas 
pipes which retain the chain placed so 
as to slant. This construction permits 
of a loosening of this cros* chain when 
the cow stands up and a tightening of 
t when she lies down. This gives 
more freedom to the Individual than 
any stall which has been described. 
This is considered a very sanitary stall 
and Is giving excellent satisfaction 
where used. 
A board mat may be 


provided or If this Is not desirable.' 
bedding In sufficient quantities will 
prevent any contraction of rheumar 


the months of June and 'July, but 
sometimes a strong colony may swarm 
during May. There is hardly any sure 
way by which you can tell beforehand 
when a colony to going to swarm If In 
a box hive. 


In a frame hive you can tell some- 


thing about It by the queen cells. But 
you will have no trouble about telllns 
when the swarm actually comes, for 
It will seem that all the bees In the 
hive will come out all at once, or 
fast as they can pour out. 


A good supply of hives in which to 


put the new swarms should be all 
ready, and should be in a shady part 
of the bee-yard, so the hives may be 
reasonably cool when the swarms are 
put Into them. 


If the hives are hot as will be the 


case when standing in the sun, the 
swarms are much more inclined to 
leave for parts unknown. The newly 
hived swarms should be shaded for 
the same reason. 


When a prime swarm issues there if 


a lot of sealed brood present and 
young bees are emerging by the thou- 
sand every day, so that when the firs' 
queen is ready to fly there is a strong 
force of bees ready to go with her. 


If you can manage to have the large: 


part of those young bees unite with 
the swarm, you Increase its ability fo 
gathering surplus, and at the sanv 
time lessen the desire for a. second 
swarm. 


If you put the swarm In the old 


stand and at once put the old hive in 
a new place at some distance, all the 
bees that were out in the field will go 
back to the old stand, and all the 


old bees that leave the old hive the 
next day or so will return to the old 
stand. 


This will strengthen the swarm, and 


at the same time will weaken the old 
colony so much that It will generally 
jrevent any second swarming. 


Not in all cases, however, and If we 


can do anything to throw a still larger 
number of bees from the old hive into 
the new. It will be an advantage to 
do so. 


When a prime swarm issues, if the 


colony Is strong and circumstances fa- 
vorable a second swarm may be ex- 
pected In a week or ten days later. 


If the queen cannot accompany the 


•swarm, the bees wili continue the at- 
tempt to swarm, sometimes every day, 
sometimes not so often, but when a 


tlsm by the animals lying on the con- 


young queen emerges then the "old 
one" is disposed of. and the bees go 
with the one that has flying powers. 


It sometimes happens that at the 


time when a first swarm is ready to 
issue, the weather Is so bad that 
swarming Is delayed for two or three 
days. 
. In that case the second swarm 
would issue in less time than usual 
after the first, making It happen that 
If we wait a week before moving the 
hive to a new place, there would be 
a second swarm before that time. 


So If .there has been bad weather 


Just before the time of the prime 
swarm Issuing, It may be well to move 
the old hive to a new place in six days 
or even less time after the day of 
swarming. 
The first requisite toward a success- 


ful start for ah afterswarm is a frame 
of brood, to be placed In the hive at 


he time of hiving, the queen with an 
afterswarm is never fertilized when 
he swarm Issues. 


It Is nearly a month from the time 


of hiving before \ny young bees 
emerge from their cells from this 
queen, by which time thi bees going 
with the swarm are the larger part 
dead, dying of old age, which makes 
and keeps the colony weak as to 
numbers. 
By giving a frame of brood this 


weak part Is very materially helped, 
for.'i.s fast-as the bees die of old age 
young bees are emerging from this 
frame to take their places; and thus 
the queen, when she gets to laying, 
has suitable bees to mature the eggs 
which she lays, so that by the end 
of sir weeks from the time the after- 
swarm was hived, we have a good, 
populous colony. 


It Is well und-WBtood thai If we can 


keep our colonies working in a nor- 
mal condition, without swarming, all 
through the season, that the best re- 
sults will be obtained. This happy 
state of affairs seems Impossible. 


JJost bee-keepers want at least 


some swarms, so as to make up for 
winter losses, even if they do not care 
to have a large number. It is very dif- 
ficult to prevent all swarming, but not 
so very difficult to prevent each colony 
from swarming more than once. 


Gwarming can be prevented in a 


great measure by the free use of the 
honey extractor, but somehow, even 
in this case a colony that has been 
prevented from carrying out the In- 
stincts of nature, although it may do 
well for a time, soon gets out of bal- 
ance, and thereafter works In a slug- 
gish fashion.

The disease, which Is of fungus ori- 


gin, goes under a number of names, 
as rust, wilt, pod spot, etc. As there 
Is a true rust and a wilt, caused by 
bacteria, the name pod spot Of an- 
thracnose Is preferred for It. 


Practically all parts of the bean 


plant except the roots are subject to 
attack of the fungus. The moat com- 
mon indication of the presence of the 
disease is the occurrence of brown or 
black sunken area* on the stems, 
leaves and pods. They may also -ap- 
pear on the leaves and stem* of the 
plant soon after It appears above 
ground and cause considerable losses 
through a reduction In tho stand. On 
the older plants the attack is most 
serious on the larger veins of the 
leaves, and the leaf may b» wholly 
destroyed or Its efficiency greatly re- 
duced. 
From the stems and leaves 


the fungus spreads to the pods, and 
as many are rendered unsightly con- 
siderable direct loss Is occasioned. 


The presence of the fungus Is often 


unnoticed until It appears upon the 


young pods. 
On these it produce! 


small brown or rusty spots, which en- 
large and darken until they becom* 
nearly black. The affected tissues of 
the pod dry. leaving sunken areas. In 
the centers of which may be seen 
small pink spots, masses of spores 
which rapidly spread the disease from 
plant to plant. 


The spores by which the fungus Is 


spread from plant to plant are very 
sticky when wet and are readily trans- 
ferred on the hands, clothing, or Im- 
plements. 
On this account beans 


should never be cultivated or gathered 
while wet with dew or rain. If It is 
too much trouble to observe these pre- 
cautions for the whole crop, it could 
be done with" little extra effort for a 
small plat on which to .grow seed tor 
future planting. There Is some preju- 
dice In certain quarters against the 
raising of seed at home, but experi- 
ments at the Ixmlsiana Station gave 
as good result* with home-grown bean 
seed as with that Introduced from a 
distance. 
If the following recommendation* 


are observed, but little low will rsanlt 
from anthraonose: 
(1) Plant seed free from aissase. 
(J) Keep away from the plant*

The change Is rad- 
ical. They chill and are a long- time 
starting new growth. 
Planting tpo late, thjrows the bulk

Even If the canneries will 
not accept crop till sweet corn Is out 
y>f. the way yet there ne«d be no loss 
for early tomatoes always- command 
teady sale at good prices and this Way 
you can care for the crop till the 
factories will receive them.

average 30 pounds each. 


An acre of 2,200 plants would yield 


33 tons. Cannery prices are $6 per 
ton.

An acre of dwarfs, 2,700 plants, 


averaging the small amount of 5 
pounds per plant would give 13,BOO 
pounds If sold at 1 cent per pound 
would equal $135, but early tomatoes 
bring from 8 1-3 cents down to 3 cents 
per pound, Instead of 1 cent 


Notwithstanding the graat advan- 


tages possessed by the Sou«Jfcrn States 
for profitable hog-raisins;, about EO 
per cent annually of all tho pork con- 
sumed in those Stales, is imported. 
This should not be so. With our facil- 
ities for producing cheap feed, we 
should export and not Import hog 
products. There are some features In 
boor raising that should appeal to 
every thoughtful farmer. 
No other 


meat-producing animal is capable of 
producing so many young in a year. 
In our mild, climate where suitable 
pastures can be provided for nearly 
every month In the Tear, the sow 
should farrow twice annually, produc- 
ing one litter In early spring which 
can easily be made ready for the late 
fall or early winter market, and an- 
other litter In early fall to be made 
ready for the spring market. 
The 


small amount of capital required to 
begin with and the quick returns on 
the Investment should make hog rais- 
ing especially attractive to the small 
farmer with limited means. The hog 
will make a pound of gain on less food 
than most live stock, and will profit- 
ably utilize the waste products around 
the farm, dairy and kitchen. 


No man should attempt to raise 


pastures, woven wire Is the best 
fencing material, all things considered. 
Around the'fleld to be used for pasture 
run a woven wire fence thirty Inches 
high with three strands of barbed 
wire above. This fence will not only 
turn hogs but other live stock. 


For convenience In preparing the 


land and planting the crops. It Is best 
not to divide the pasture up with 
permanent fences. 
When the crops 


are ready for t'.ie hogs, by using'the 
hurdle or portable fence, the field may 
be divided Into lots of any size. The 
hurdle fence is-simple and cheaply 
made and when not in use can be 
taken down and stored under a shed 
until needed again. 


There is a mistaken Idea held by 


some, that alfalfa, red clover, rape and 
similar crops, will produce profitable 
gains when pastured without grain. 
The practical trials made at many exT 


o 
hogs without adequate pastures. For 


Panel of portable fence for the bog

pertinent stations prove this not true. 
>f the many forage plants, alfalfa is 
one of the most satisfactory for hogs, 
since It can be made a permanent 
pasture* and Is rich in protein, making 
in excellent combination with corn. 
The leaves are tender and the stem 
small which make It easily masticated 
and it is very much relished. 


At the Mississippi Station careful 


tests have been made to determine the 
value of alfalfa pasture without grain 
for hogs. Pigs ranging In age, from 
three to twenty-four months have 
been used, and the results of two 
years' work show that alfalfa is little 
more than a maintenance ration for 
growing hogs without grain. Satisfac- 
tory gains have always been secured 
from alfalfa pastures by supplement- 
Ing the pasture with from one to two 
per cent of the weight of the hogs In 
corn or other grain. 


Cowpeas without grain so far has 


given better results than any other 
crop for hog pasture. In one test the 
crop was grown on thin hill land, 
where one acre of cowpeas produced 
350 pounds of pork. In another test 
on rich' valley land one acre of cow- 
peas produced 483 pounds of pork. 
The hogs were put In the field when 
the peas were about ripe. 


Among the numerous mistakes that 


lead to enormous wastes on the farm, 
few are more worthy of attention 
than that of letting grain, oats, wheat 
rye. corn, etc., get too ripe before har- 
vesting. 
No one can ride about the country 


In summer without being struck and 
amazed at the prevalence of this error. 


You will notice field after field that 


has reached, or Is approaching, the 
period of dead ripeness, and that 
ought to have been harvested several 
days before. 
The loss arising from this source Is 


more appreciable and more easily es- 
timated, perhaps In whc=,t of which 
we cultivate comparatively little, than 
It is in other grains, like oats and rye, 
but the same general principle applies 
to all. 
If wheat is cut two weeks or so be- 


fore it fully ripens, it contains more 
gluten and starch and a bushel wil 
weigh more, and it will make a larger 
quantity and a better quality of flour 
with a less 'quantity of bran or mid- 
dlings, than if it were allowed to ripen 
This is by no means a matter o 
theory. « I* the r«s«n of careful ob 
servatlon. 
The straw will begin to change colo; 


slightly two or three weeks before th< 
grain comes to complete maturity. 


In the best and most favorable sea 


sons it will begin to ripen and chang 
color at the bottom. In some less fa

We have a little 5 horsepower gas- 


oline engine tfia't is a wonder. It does 
as much work as two men, at the 
right kind of a Job, and we can hardly 
get along without it. This powerful 
little machine is always ready for 
business. We can get up steam in 15 
minutes, or less on a pinch, and It 
makes things hum. We run the sepa- 
rator with it, cut all the feed for 8 
cows, run the silage cutter, saw wood 
In the winter, and run the corn shelter. 
The engine is set in a little wooden 
shed lined with sheet Iron, adjoining 
the main- floor of the barn, and the 
various machines are connected up on 
a 30-foot pully rod. Every man on 
the place can run it. It drinks less 
than a dollar's worth of gasoline per 
week, even during the busy season, 
and when it isn't working it isn't 
eating or drinking anything. 


The little engine pretty nearly 


earns its keep by doing odd Jobs for 
tho neighbors. It shells nearly all the 
corn for the entire neighborhood, 
cleans much of the seed, and last 
winter the -hired man loaded It on our 
low-wheel wagon and went about the 
country sawing wood. He sawed up 
160 cords in a shori time; could have 
done more, but was called home to 
work in our own wood lot*—L. R. F.

FLOWER GARDEN NOTES. 


Watch the roses. Hand picking will 


keep the rose bug in abeyance; whale 
oil soap finishes the rose slug, and 
kerosene emulsion is death to the 
aphis.

mulch, and you will be agreeably 
surprised at the result. 


Sow seeds o"f perennials Just as soon 


as they mature. Be sure to water 
them well, and keep down the weeds.
